Hardy Primrose Plants 


When spring unfolds its soft, warm 
winds a meadow lark warbling, a robin 
seeking a place to build its nest, you can 
be sure it’s Primrose time again. 


PRIMULA POLYANTHUS 
With all its loveliness and wide range of 
colors, large flower clusters on sturdy 
stalks from 8 to 10 inches rarely under 
silver dollar size, in shades of brilliant red 
and bronze tones, yellow to orange star 
center.

POLYANTHUS, Pastels 
Pink, apricot, saimon, orchid and peach.

Good drainage. Work small rocks or 
chips around the plants. They bloom 
from early April to June and again in the 
fall if kept wet. Neat rosettes of thick 
gray, green leaves often dusted with white 
meal. Most of them have a delightful 
fragrance. Color range, velvet red, purple, 
terra cotta, plum, rose, orchid, henna, 
pastel tones.

P: SIEBOLDIZ 

With its soft, crumply foliage and scal- 
loped flowers on a 8 to 10 in. stem (loses 
leaves in summer dormancy). White, 
lavender, pink and rose shade. Each 50c 


P. DENTICULATA 

Shades in lavender and purple. Florets 
set close on round head. 12 inch stem, 
early bloom.

Both bloom 
early and at the same time.
